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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

Group IV claim(s) 18 and 19, drawn to process of making thermoplastic composition A. 
Group V, claim(s) 20, drawn to plastic article of thermoplastic composition A. 
Group VI, claim(s) 32, 33, and 36 drawn to thermoplastic composition B. 
Group VII, claim(s) 34 and 35 drawn to process of making thermoplastic composition B. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III, IV, V, VI, and VII do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: while the special 
technical feature is a composition comprising fluoropolymers, dispersed in flame retardants is 
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shared between all seven groups, it doesn't offer contribution over the prior art, because said 
composition is disclosed in Kitahara et al. (US 6,503,988) (C5/L16-19, C5/L54-C6/L30).
